ST. Louis, March 12.—The identity 


of the ynung woman who, under the 
name of Helen Lesser, took poison at 
the California house, Kansas City, on 
March ~>, has, been established by her 
death. 


A dispatch was received from Kan- 


sas City yesterday stating that five 
minutes before she died Sunday nifrht 
she told those around her bedside that 
her real name was Gertrude SeiU, and 
that she was the daughter of Mrs. E. 
Sestey, a nurse in the St. Louis Epis- 
copal Orphans' home. 


Investigation at this institution re- 


sulted in the corroboration of these 
disclosures 
Mrs hestev was seen and 


told enough to clear all doubt as to 
the girl's identity, although she could 
give no good reason for her suicide 


According to the mother Gertrude, 


•who was a nurse with her at the home, 
left the place about ten days ago 
The same night the mother received a 
letter from her stating- that she was 
going away to rest, but not saying 
where, and Mrs Sestev had no knowl- 
edge that she was in Kansas City until 
in framed of it by the reporter. 


What there may be behind the girl's 


disappearance is still to come out. 
The intimation from Kansas City is 
that she quarrelled with a young man 
before leaving St. Louis, and that this 
trouble drove her out of the city, and 
eventually to her death. In fact the 
girl admitted this much on her sick- 
bed. 
The mother states In most posi- 


tive terms, however, that her daughter 
knew no men and that such an idea is 
billy. 
Gertrude Seitz was about 24 years 


old, according to the statements of her 
mother 
Her former home was with 


her parents in Bunker Ilill, 111. About 
six years ago she met a young south- 
erner, Harry C. Seitz, and they were 
mairied, 
He was a bookkeeper for 


some firm in Birmingham, Ala., and 
they went there to live. 


Tivo children Were borne to them, 


but both died, and to add to their 
troubles Seitz lost his position. His 
circumstances became so bad that 
about two and a half jearb ago Mr. 
Sestey sent Gertrude money enough to 
come to Bunker Hill to tide matters 
over 
She parted with her husband on 


the best of terms and kept up a corre- 
spondence 
with 
liira 
for several 


months 
The last letter she received 


from him stated that he expected to 
go to Louisville, and thehee to Bunker 
Hill. Since that time no word has ever 
been heard of him, either by the wife 
or the parents of Seitz 


He disappeared as completely as 


though annihilated, and all the elforts 
by advertisement and otherwise have 
failed to find trace of him. 


This is said to have worred Mrs. 


Seitz greatly, and in addition her own 
health began to break, bhe inherited 
consumption 
from her father, and 


dread of the disease has kept her in a 
constant state of worry. It is these 
two things by which Mrs. Sestey ac- 
counts for the suicide. 


Shortly after the disappearance of 


Seitz the Sesteys moved to St. Louis, 
•where they have since resided. Mrs. 
Sestey has been working 
several 


months now in the Orphans' home and 
the daughter had been there a month 
before she went away so suddenly 
Mr. Sestey is now very ill with con- 
sumption and unable to work. 


When Mrs. Sestey was informed that 


her daughter had attempted suicide 
she expressed the greatest surprise. 
The information that she was dead 
•was withheld from Her for obvious 
reasons. 
"Oh, the silly child," she exclaimed, 


"didn't she know that such a thing 
would hurt ine more than anything on 
earth? How could she do it? She must 
have worried over her fear of con- 
sumption. There is not a particle of 
truth in the report that she had trouble 
with anv man. At least I never heard 
of it if there was; but the girl was al- 
ways very reticent about her affairs. 
She sometimes spoke of going to Kan- 
sas City. I remember she once asked 
me how far it was. I told her 900 
miles, but she said she thought that 
she would go there, because she didn't 
like St 
Louis. I 
never dreamed 


tho*ugh, that she would do anything 
like this." 
Before the reporter left Mrs. Sestey 


inquired anxiously as to her daugh- 
ter's condition. 
The question was 


evaded, and she ejrelaimed: 


"I'm afraid she will not live, for she 


never would have told her real name 
if she had not thought she was going 
to die " 


Mrs. 
Sestey spoke more wisely than 


she kisew when she uttered these 
words, for it was not until the girl felt 
death's clutch upon her that she gave 
np her secret

Canal Co , now the Wakeena Liruiled, 
a corporation. 


The grant was settled by patenting 


to the company the amount called for 
in the grant. Certain persons desired 
to file IJoterfield scrip upon some of 
these lands patented to the company 
and their applications being refused 
because patents were issued ^to the 
bame lands, petition was filed, asking 
the secretary of the interior to recom- 
mend 
to the attorney 
general of 


the United States that suits be 
brought to set aside 
the alleged 


erroneous certification of about 68,000 
acres, of these lands The commissioner 
uf the general land office recommended 
that such suit be brought. The prin- 
cipal point in the petition was that the 
lands applied for, including the 68,000 
acres were of mineral ehaiaeter, and 
the act making the grant provided for

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES 


The Condition of the Public Treasury Not 


So Satisfactory at Was Hoped. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.--The treas- 


ury condition for the first third of 
March shows that receipts have aggie- 
gated $9,325,000 and the expenditures 
$11,354,000, or an excess of expendi- 
tures over receipts of $3,029,000. An 
element of uncertainty not heretofore 
entering into treasury calculations has 
not been considered. It is the large 
sums of money appropriated by con- 
gress in the deficiency appropriation 
bill and sundry civil appropriations 
bill.

Torrens Land Registry Bill. 


Chicago Journal: Representatives at 


Springfield will soon have a chance to 
correct one of the misdeeds of the last 
legislature by passing Senator Hum- 
phrey's bill for the adoption of the Tor- 
rens land registry system in Illinois in 
place of the cumbrous and costly tys- 
tcm of title and abstract transfer now 
in vogue. 


The bill, which has been made a spe- 


cial order for to-day, is identical with 
the one defeated by a narrow majority 
of seven in tho House during the last 
session. It was drafted by a committee 
that spent months of patient work in 
perfecting it, and is heartily indorsed by 
the Chicago real estate board. The ur- 
gent necessity for this modern and 
business-like system of transferring land 
titles is indicated by the fact that the 
annual cost of abstracts of titles and 
their examination in Illinois is estima- 
led at upward of 810,000,000. Every 
year makes the abstracts larger, less 
secure and more expensive. It is only 
a matter of years and tame submission 
when this unnecessary expense and in- 
cubus on the real estate business must 
become intolerable. 


The registry system, which is in uni- 


versal use in Australia and other foreign 
countries, does away with all the anti- 
quated machinery that handicaps UB 
and provides for the transfer of land by 
the same sensible method now used to 
transfer stock or registered bonds. The 
title of every parcel of land will be en- 
tered by a public officer on a separate 
page of an official register with the name 
of its owner and with all lines and jn- 
cumbrances plainly indicated. Each lot 
owner will be given a certificate that 
will be a duplicate of this registry entry, 
and when he wishes to transfer his land 
all he will have to do will be io bring 
his purchaser to the register's office, 
have a new certificate male out in the 
new name, pay a nomination fee and 
pocket the money. There will be no big 
fee for a lawyer's opinion on the ab- 
stract, and DO tribute to pay to a title 
monopoly. The transaction can be con- 
summated in an hour instead of having 
to wait a month for red tape. 


The only sources from which any note- 


worthy opposition to this bill is likely to 
come are the abstract firms and a few 
lawyers whoee business now consists 
chiefly in the examination of titles. 
But even the lawyers, as 'a body, are in 
favor of the measure, and the benefits 
that would accrue to the whole state are 
BO apparent that there is every reason to 
hope the present intelligent body of 
legislators at Springfield will make this 
session famous by the passage of this 
long-desired reform. 


WASHIHGTOW LETTER.

IMPRISONED MINERS. 


Fire in the Shaft House of the 


Sultana Mine 


CATCHES EIGHT HEN UNDERGROUHD, 


Two of Whom are Suffocated, While the 


Other Six Have a Close Call—He- 


roism of Foreman John- 


son and Other*. 


WINNIPEG, Man., March 12.—The 


shaft house of the Sultana mine, near 
Eat Portage, was destroyed by fire 
yesterday afternoon. 
The fire com- 


municated to the shaft and the miners 
underground were 
imprisoned 
for 


seven hours before the fire was extin- 
guished. Two of them died soon after 
being brought to the surface; six 
others are in a precarious condition 
while the rest of the men are still in 
the mine. 


The fire caught in the drying room, 


and is supposed to have been started 
by a pipe m the pocket of a coat hang- 
ing- on the wall. 


Fireman Johnson noticed the fire 


and called on the men to assist in put- 
ting it out, but all ran away, being 
afraid of explosives in the drying 
room. Mr. Johnson rushed into the 
fiery room, removed two boxes of pow- 
der and then directed his attention to 
an attempt to save the building. 


The fire started at 9 o'clock, and un- 


til 11:30 no effort could possibly be 
made to assist the men in the shaft. 


As soon as the ruins were sufficiently 


cooled it was found that the timbers 
lining the shaft were blazing, and the 
water was directed on these timbers, 
but in the excitement the greater por- 
tion of it fell useless down the shaft. 


About this time help arrived from 


Rat Portage, and shortly after 2 
o'clock the fire was extinguished in 
the shaft and Messrs. Motley Bell, ab- 
sayer at the mine, and IToreman John- 
son rigged a hoist, descended 
the 


shaft and found six men on the first 
level. They were apparently 
suffo- 


cated. They descended to the lower 
level and found three more, but these 
men were in better shape than the 
others and efforts were begun to raise 
the others. 


The first three brought up were suf- 


fering badly, but were resuscitated 
after a short time under Dr. MacDon- 
ald's attendance. 
The fourth man, 


however, John Tagler, was very low 
when 
he 
arrived 
at 
the sur- 


face and died shortly 
after. 
He 


was a Frenchman 
and had been 


working since last fall. The others 
were 
in 
a 
critical 
condition 


when brought to the surface, but all 
recovered excepting Rudolph Erick- 
son. 
William Ryan, upon examina- 


tion, was found badly burned on the 
back in three places by burning sparks 
falling on him. 


It seems the air shaft ignited and 


caused a suction of air from the bot- 
tom of the shaft, depriving the men of 
fresh air, and also causing the smoke 
to descend the shaft. 


When found, all the men were un- 


conscious and leaning against the side 
of the shaft. Mr. Caldwell and as- 
sistants did everything possible to re- 
lieve their sufferings. 


The building was completely con- 


sumed, but the loss is covered by in- 
surance. The fire does not affect the 
the mill proper, and work coutinues 
during the erection of a new shaft 
house. 


AFFAIRS IN COLOMBIA. 


Inexorable Punishment to be Dealt to 


Dl»turbern of the Peace. 


PANAMA, March 1?.—-The Star and 


Herald says Gov. Arango Sunday is- 
sued a proclamation stating that se- 
vere measures would be adopted by 
the authorities to prevent further 
bloodshed in the department of Pana- 
ma. The proclamation also says the 
governor has in his possession plans of 
the enemies of the republic, and that 
inexorable punishment will be dealt 
out to such persona as may hereafter 
attempt to create disturbances. 


A decree has been published declar- 


ing the department in a state of siege. 
More troops have been dispatched to 
Bocas Del Toro. 


Advices from Bogota say orders have 


been issued by the government rais- 
ing the rank of Lieut. Lopez, who is 
said to have killed the outlaw, Garza, 
at Bocas Del Toro, and who was him- 
self killed by the rebels, to that of 
lieutenant-colonel, and that his fu- 
neral be conducted with the military 
honors due that rank. 


It is expected that the governments 


of Mexico and the United States will 
pay the rewards offered by those coun- 
tries for the capture of Garza, to the 
mother of Lieut. Lopez, who was de- 
pendent for her support upon her son.

ASHLAND, Ky., March 12.—Latest re- 


ports from Floyd county, brought by 
local traveling salesmen just returned, 
are not at all encouraging for the early 
suppression of the strange malady that 
is raging in the Mud River country. It 
has become so violent that even phy- 
sicians of the surrounding town - re- 
fuse to visit the victims. The death 
roil has exceeded fifty already, and the 
decease is on the increase. Instead of 
teing smallpox, it resembles cholera, 
except that it chokes the victim to 
death, beginning in the stomach and 
rising to the throat. In almost every 
case it has been .fatal, the victims sel- 
dom living more than three days.

Sunday evening she ate a' hearty 


supper, and did not seem to be worse 
than she had been for some time past.

Why th* People Living In the Pine State* 


of the Northwe«t Are Afraid «f 


These Periodical Conflagration* 


—Fiereeneu of the Flmmee. 


[Special Houghton (Mich) Letter^ 


A year never pastes without the daily 


newspapers containing more or less 
harrowing news about forest fires in 
the northwestern states, usually at- 
tended by loss of life and always ac- 
companied by suffering and great money 
damage. To those who are unacquaint- 
ed with the 
conditions prevailing 


in the pine states of the northwest, 
notably in Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, whence come nearly all 
the pine lumber and shingles used in 
the north, it might seem that these ac- 
counts are grossly exaggerated, and 
doubtless they are at times, as all facts 
are liable to be distorted and enlarged 
upon; but many of the fires inflicting 
great damage are never chronicled out- 
side of the state in which they occur, 
or perhaps the daily newspapers of 
some great city far from the scene of 
the trouble might simply state that 
"forest fires in northern Michigan have 
caused great damage to standing pine 
and suffering to settlers who wero 
burned out." The suffering caused to 
individuals and communities by these 
fires can hardly be exaggerated, except 
by the simple method of multiplying 
the area burned or the number of per- 
sons burned out or burned up. 


Forest fires rarely occur where hard- 


wood trees predominate, or, if such is 
the case, do not cover any great area of 
territory. In the northern peninsula 
of Michigan, northern Wisconsin and 
northern and eastern Minnesota where 
the forests are of pine, with a sprink- 
ling of maple, poplar and other hard 
woods, fires may occur at almost any 
period of the year except midwinter. 
?wo years ago last spring in northern 
Michigan a fire from the forest swept 
iver a lumber camp, destroying it, and 
he men working there escaped with 
difficulty, because of the deep snoiv in 
,he road. ThJ% was an exceptional 
ease, but flres may be looked for at any 
,ime from April to November, and usu- 
ally not in vain. The most serious and 
'ar-reaehing conflagrations occur in 
ate fall and autumn, and follow pro- 
.onged periods of drought. Whenever 
;here are four weeks or more without 
rain, or with very slight rainfall, fires 
usually follow. As a rule a shower 
rats a stop to their ravages, but should 
ihe drought continue, t'he fires spread 


sustain themselves, 
Occasionally the 


lace is rebuilt on the same lines, and 
urned as before, but more commonly 
ae village is reconstructed with more 
permanent materials, and a better fire 
apartment is provided, while the 
H-oper precautions are taken to place a 
trip of frronnd around the town under 
cultivation, thus preventing the future 
,ccess of forest fires to the village itself. 
Lfter the streets and soil have once 
urned up it is noted also that the peo- 
jle cease using sawdust largely as filling- 
or lots and paving matetial for the 
treets, and the mills erect great towers 
if sheet-iron with strong wire nets 
iver the top, in which sawdust and 
imilar refuse are burned. 
Outside of this district, where the 


people all know to their sorrow what a 
orest fire really is, the popular Im- 
pression is that the fire absolutely d«<- 
itroys every tree and shrub in its path

gradually, usually going with the cur* 
rents of air, but with a brisk breeze 
sometimes biting1 back against the 
•wind. Two months without ram, or 
with slight and unsatisfactory showers, 
means serious fires in many different 
portions of the sixty or seventy thou- 
sand square miles of pine forest land of 
the northwest, a portion of which has 
been placed under cultivation, whilp in 
the northern and more inaccessible 
portions there are tracts of tens of 
thousands of acres of primeval forest, 
with scarce a hunter's shanty or pine 
cruiser's Ivut of boug'hs. 


These fires originate in many ways. 


A • par! from a passing locomotive, or 
even 1>o burning tobacco from the pipe 
of a b ' iler or fisherman, if it falls into 
the d. Jd grass or ivpon a bit of punk, 
will start a blaze that in five minutes is 
beyond all control, and may burn for 
weeks, over thousands of acres of val- 
uable timber land, and cause great loss 
to property and life 
Despite tbe ut- 


most caution upon the part of locomo- 
tiye engineers and all who have occa- 
sion to be in the forests, fires will start 
omehow, and once started, it is impos- 
ible to stop them. There are few 
X>WDS in the northern parts of the 
hree states named that have not at 
,ome time in their early history been 
jurned to the ground, usually with loss 
rflife, and always followed by great 
lardship to the homeless people so sud- 
denly deprived of shelter, food and oc- 
cupation. These towns spring up rap- 
dly, houses growing up about a saw- 
mill or mine. A village government is 
organized when there are five hundred 
or a thousand people there; the biggest 
stumps are removed from the center of 
the principal thoroughfare, which is al- 
ways known as Main street; a hand en- 
gine and a few hundred feet of cotton 
hose are bought, and some convenient 
pond or stream supplies the water. 
Then a forest fire sweeps up and the 
town is burned down. Occasionally, hi 
rare communities, there are far-seeing 
men at the head of affairs who see to 
it that there is a stripof land cleared of 
trees, stumps and underbrush around 
the city and placed under cultivation. 


This is the only means of preventing 


the destruction of the settlement at an 
earlier or later date. But in most eases 
the plan first mentioned is followed, 
and when the houses all go up in smoke 
and some of the inhabitants are burned 
to death and others drowned in seek- 
ing escape from the intolerable heat, 
the people wonder at the inscrutable 
decrees of Providence, while the char-

fire creeps along, destroying the grass 
and shrubs, but not their roots, which 
again next year send forth a hardy 
growth, frequently to meet the same 
fate. The little tongues of flame wird 
along among the grass and bushes, 
burning the charred trunk of some 
fallen giant of the forest and leaving 
the core for another fire to whet its 
teeth upon. Cord wood, telegraph pales 
and cedar ties are devoured in short or- 
der. Perhaps there is a pine stub, the 
relic of some great tree, up which the 
flames creep. If the wind is high tliey 


•ill destroy it, wrapping themselves 


about the trunk and ascending above 
its top, perhaps a hundred and fifty feet 
in air. The green spikes of the pines 
are burned entirely off or crisped to a 
dingy brown and the bark is scarred by 
the little spirals of reddish flame which 
chemists tell us is but the union of car- 
bon and oxygen. And so the flames 
progress, ever widening the area cov- 
ered and leaving behind a smoking 
wilderness cf bare ground, burning 
stubs and naked limbs. Unless rain 
comes soon the flames gather 
in 


strength and an immense volume of 
superheated air arises from the fire 
The colder air near at hand rushes m 
to take its place and a current is formed 
which soon develops a high wind. 


Thus the flames feed themselves, and 


furnish the means for their own prog- 
ress. Nothing can stop them but lack 
of fuel, whieh is rarely the case, or 
rain. 
And as the flames themselves 


produce a wind to drive them along, 
the struggle of the heated air to get 
upward, an<l of tlic colder air to rush 
in and fill the partial vacuum causes 
condensation of the moisture in the at- 
mosphere, as it, the case ivith the moist- 
ure deposited upon the outer surface of 
a pitcher or pail of cold water on a 
warm summer <':tj 
The moisture, dis- 


seminated tin ough the warm air in in- 
finitesimal globules, ij consolidated into

The Cost or a Dining Car. 


A modern dining ear of the most ap- 


proved pattern costs $15,000 to build. 
Next come the kitchen utensils, the 
table furniture, 
the silverware and 


jjnon—averaging about 815,000 to a car. 
Each car must have a steward, who 
usually gets S100 a month and a head 
cook who values himself at $16 a month. 
There must also be one or two assistant 
cooks and three or four waiters. Three 
hundred dollars a month is the smallest 
outlay for wages, while the cost of raw 
food material, breakage of dishes and 
the board of employes is about *3,000 
per mouth additional. An average five 
days' run costs nearly 8000 for food and 
service, so that it would take forty per- 
sons at every meal on the run to pay 
the daily expenses, without allowing 
anything for interest on the invest- 
ment or for wear and tear on the fur- 
nishings.

THE TATI.OE BBOS.' TROUBLE 


Dispute of Thirteen Years About 


a Farm Settled at Last. 


To-day States Attorney Mills went to 


Homer in Champaign county to give 
John Taylor a deed for a farm of 120 
acres in consideration of §7,800. An in- 
teresting story is connected with this 
transaction. Two brothers were con- 
cerned in it, John Taylor, of Homer, and 
William Taylor, of Harristown, this 
county. In 1881 John Taylor had to 
give up a tenant farm near Homer, and 
he entered into negotiations with the 
heirs of the Ayers' estate, Jacksonville, 
for the purchase of a farm of 120 acres 
near Homer. The farm was offered for 
sale at S30 per acre at that time, 81,000 
down, the balance, S2GOO, in six annual 
payments. John did not have enough 
money 
to 
comply 
with the con- 


ditions. 
He went 
to his brother 


William, at 
Harristo\vc, to get his 


aid in 
purchasing the land. John 


had $COO in cash, and William put up 
8400, and the farm was bought; but 
John was not sure that he could pay otf 
the notes, and it was arranged that 
William should make the purchase in 
his name, taking the bond for the deed, 
and give the notes. To secure the -$600 
paid on the farm by John, William gave 
him his note. The deal dragged along 
for six years, John occupying the farm 
and paying William interest. 
William 


in the meantime paid off all the notes 
and took the deed to the land. 
Then 


John wanted the deed made over to him, 
offering to pay SUO per acre, less the 8600 
he had paid in 1881. 
William wanted a 


bonus of $500. 
This proposition stag- 


gered John, and since 1887, when the 
last cote was paid the two brothers have 
been very much estranged. Quarrels have 
boen frequent atid at one time it is 10- 
lated, after litigation commenced, there 
was prospect of serious trouble which 
was happily aveited by those who felt 
themselves in danger. Finally in 1893 
John Taylor began proceedings in the 
Champaign county circuit court to com- 
pel William Taylor to make him a deed 
for the land, the complainant at the 
same time tendeiing S3000. John's law 
yer was J. L. Ray, of Champaign, Wm. 
Taylor, through his attorney, I. R. Mills, 
resisted the proceedings, and the judg- 
ment of the court was in favor of Wil 
Ham. 
Notice was served on John in 


December last to vacate the land by 
March 1st of the present year, but he 
did not move off. In the meantime 
negotiations 
were 
entered 
into 


by 
which 
John 
proposed 
to 


buy the farm of William at S65 per 
acre, and the proposition was accepted, 
thus ending the trouble which has ex- 
tended through many years. John pays 
William 87,800 for the place and retains 
possession. 
It would have been far 


better for him to have paid the 8500 
bonus in 1887. The land is well worth 
87,800, the increase in valuation proving 
that farms in Champaign county keep 
pace with those in Macon county. 


Citjr Politics. 


The Democratic city primaries will be 


held next Monday evening and the city 
convention on Tuesday evening at which 
time it is expected a full city ticket wil 
be nominatad. 


The Prohibitionists, while there has 


been plent3' of talk, so far have taken 
no action looking toward putting out a 
city ticket, but are talking about put- 
ting out 
it township ticket. One of 


them remarked to-day that they were 
not satisfied with the situation in city 
politics, but on the [principle of divorc 
ing city politics from party organization 
they would probably refrain from put 
ting up a city ticket, but would do so at 
the township election. 


This may be consistent, but its con- 


sistency is a little hard to cornpre-
